BEGIN TEXT: U. S. STATE DEPARTMENT OFFICIALS HAVE 
ALWAYS BEEN SCRUPULOUSLY CAREFUL IN HOW THEY CHARACTERIZE 
AND CRITICIZE THE GROUP OF ARMY COLONELS WHICH HAS 
GOVERNED GREECE FOR THE LAST SIX YEARS. 

DESPITE THE LACK OF ALMOST ANY SIGN OF PROGRESS TOWARD 
A RETURN TO PARLIAMENTARY DEMOCRACY, A RETURN THE COLONELS 
HAVE PROMISED, THE U. S. STANCE HAS BEEN ONE OF CONTINUED 
HOPE AND THE MOST MUTED CRITICISM. THE FACT THAT GREECE 
IS A NATO ALLY ( THE U. S. RECENTLY ESTABLISHED A NAVY

FOR ALL OFFICIAL PURPOSES, THE U. S. POSTURE IS STILT, 

THE SAME. HOWEVER, U. S. CONSUL GENERAL CHARLES KENNEDY

IN A LETTER TO SEN. EDWARD M. KENNEDY (D) OF MASS-

DR. EISENBERG' S LETTER TO SENATOR KENNEDY FURTHER

AMONG OPPOSITION PARTIES AND SAID THAT OPPOSITION LEADERS 
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" URGED UPON ME THE MESSAGE THAT AMERICA IS BUYING, NOT 
ONLY THE ENMITY OF GREEK INTELLECTUALS, STUDENTS, AND 
THE AVERAGE MAN ON THE STREET, BUT IS AS WELL POURING ITS 
DOLLARS DOWN A RATHOLE OF INEFFICIENCY AND CORRUPTION 
INSOFAR AS WE EXPECT GREECE TO BE AN EFFECTIVE MILITARY 
COMPONENT OF NATO. " END TEXT
